Sinec thc conclusion on November 25, 1936 between Japan 
and Germany of t*c szgrcemcnt against t*e Cormrunist Intcrnetional- 
tre so-callcd Anti-Comintcrn Feet - Italy adhcercd to it on Novem= 
ber 6 of tke following year (1937), es original signatory. <*c 
was then followcd by Manchnkuo, “ungery and Spain, bringing the 
number of tte particivants to six countrics, trus dispieying its 
effectivencss. As tre five-year period of te validity of tre 
Agreement was about to cxpire, te Signatory Powers consultcd 
among tem sclves, wric> resulted in an agreement of views to cGx- 
tend its validity for five rore yesrs. A new Protocol concerning 
tre extension of validity of t*e egreement was signed today, 
November 25, at Berlin between the plenipotcntiaries of t*e six 
Powers, namcly, Japan, Germany, Italy, Wanc*ukuo, “ungery and 
Spain. 

It requires no rcitcration tat te Comrunist International, 
or the Corintern, with its world-wide organization, is carrying on 
disruptive machinations of communistic nature in all parts of tre 
world. Accordingly, defence against suct mac’inations rust be of 
a world-wide scope. Wit» tre task of cstablis*ing a new order in 
Lest Asia as tre basis of “cr national policy, Japan feels keenly 
t-e increasing necessity of safeguarding against t*e Comintern. 
Treat tee Anti-Comintern Pact *as accordingly been renewed, and tat 
participation of countries, wric’ will share similar intcntions 
under tre provisions of the new Protocol, is envisaged, is a source 
of profound congratulection. 

Tre contents of the new Protocol are as follows: 


PROTOCOL 
The Government of the Empire of Japan, tre Governrent of Ger- 
meny, te Government of tre Kingdom of Italy, tre Government of tre 
Kingdom of Yungary, tre Government of t*e Empire of Manc*oukuo, and 
tre Government of épain; 

Recognizing tat the hercement concluded between trem for safe- 
guarding against t*e activities of te Communist International *as 
been most effective; 

Believing firmly that tre common interests of t’eir countries re- 
quire their close cooperation against tre said conmron enemy, *ave 
decided to extend tre period of validity of te above-rentioned 
Agreoment, and *ave agreed upon tre following provisions for the 
purpose}3 

Article 1 

The agreement egainst t*c Communist Intcrnational consisting of 
te Agreement and t*e annexed Protocol of November 25, 1936, and 
tre Protocol of November 6, 1937; and te Protocol of February 24, 
1939, tre Protocol of Februery 24, 1939, and the Protocol of March 
27, 1939, by which Yungary, Manctoukuo and Spain respectively par- 
ticipatcd, s*all be prolonged for five years beginning wit Novem- 
ber 25, 1941. 
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Article 2 

Tre countries, whic’ desire to participate in t*c said Agreement 
t*rougr tre invitation by t*e Covernment of the Japancse Empire, 
Germany and tte Italian Kingdom, sbail cc nunicate to the Gerran 
Governmncnt by docuient tre declaretion of thcir perticipation; 
end t*c German Govern.crt shall nosafy tre Govermments of tre 
otter Signatories conecrning t*c said communicetion. Suck perti- 
cipation stall bccomc cffeetive from tc dey of tte rcecipt by the 
German Government of tre declaration of participation. 

Article 3 

The present Protocol stall be mede in tre Japancse, German and 
Italian languages and stall be the official texts of tre respective 
countries. Tre present Protocol s*all core into forec from the day 
of its signature. 

The Contrecting Powers shall, et a suitable timc, prior to t*e 
expiry of thc five-ycer period stipulatcd in Article 1, core to an 
understanding concerning tc method of t*eir subsc quent cooperation 

In fait’ wecreof the undersigned, *aving becn duly eut*orized 
by their respective Governments, reve signed t*e present Protocol 
and *ave affixed treir scals t'ercto,.
